Ab oard the H ornet aa the great 
aircraft carrier plowed 
eastw ard 
a t full speed through the Pacific 
a group of men gathered around a 
radio. Tokyo waa on the air and 
an announcer waa 
assuring 
the 
people of Nippon that they were 
safe from American b omb ing a t­ 
tacks. An officer who understood 
Japanese interpreted for the b oys. 
All of them listened intently. Sud­ 
denly in the middle of a sentence 
b y the Jap announcer the radio 
went off the air. 
“He’s there," someone shouted 
and then all through the ship a 
great cheer went up. 
Rob ert Betts, of Circlev ille, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. William Betts. Jr., 
was among the 
group 
gathered 
ab out that radio. “I wish I could 
hav e heard just one b omb go off,’* 
he declared. “I had petted 
each 
and ev ery b omb dropped on Tok­ 
yo: I had fa t fb erv wiNw ort 8» em,J 
had set the fuses. And 
I 
knew 
their destination when I was do­ 
ing i t We all knew tha t Tokyo 
was to b e b omb ed." 
Bomb ers Ab oard 
"We pulled into an 
American 
port and took ab oard a group of 
b omb ers. I thought, and so did the 
others, that we were to 
deliv er 
them to Pearl H arb or or A ustra­ 
lia. But when we were two days 
out the skipper addressed us ov er 
the speaker system and 
told 
us 
tha t Jim m y Doolittle was ab oard 
and that the arm y b omb ers we 
were carrying w*ere destined 
to 
b last Tokyo. We were to run aa 
close to Japan as possib le b efore 
the b omb ers took off." 
The young sailor said tha t the 
men looked a t one another and "I 
wondered why I hadn’t taken a 
b etter look a t the American m ain­ 
land as we pulled to sea. I doub t­ 
ed that I would ev er see it again." 
Then the idea of carrying out such 
a generally desired mission 
took 
hold of the men and grins b roke 
out generally and ev eryone 
was 
happy. The sailors talked of noth­ 
ing else, thought of nothing else. 
They were on their way to Tokyo. 
Doolittle S tarts 
"On the last day we all w*ere a 
little nerv ous, hut confident," 
he 
declared. "We were to trav el un­ 
til ev ening and then Doolittle was 
to hop off with his b omb ers. But 
during the morning we sighted a 
Ja p patrol b oat. 
We sank it in 
a hurry, b ut the officers 
feared 
that the Jap m ight hav e b een ab le 
to flash a 
radio 
warning. 
So, 
Major Doolittle and his men hop­ 
ped off. We turned and ra/i, and I 
mean ran. We were in unhealthy 
w'ater if the Japs had b een w arn­ 
ed.

W ITH THE U. S. PACIFIC FLEET AT SEA—(SHANGRI-LA) — 
(Delayed)—It can now b e rev ealed that a U. S. nav al aircraft carrier 
launched the swift, two-motored arm y b omb ers which raided Tokyo, 
the capital of Japan, for the first time in history. 
This am azing feat of arm y-nav y collab oration was accomplished 
during a heav y storm within 800 miles of Tokyo in an area infested b y 
Japanese patrol craft. 
I witnessed the dram atic sight as 16 great, lan d lu b b er planes—the 
celeb rated B-25 type - weighing 12 tons each took off from the pitch­ 
ing, rolling deck of the earn er while great wav es crashed on the b ow 
---------------------------------------------- — ( of the ship and washed ov er the 
flight deck. This daring, ingenious 
idea 
was carried 
out in 
b road 
daylight. 
I An official W ar departm ent an­ 
nouncement in W ashington identi­ 
fied 
the 
aircraft 
carrier 
from 
which the planes were launched as 
the U. S. S. Hornet since lost in 
the 
b attle of Santa Cruz in the 
South Pacific.) 
Planes Launched 
These large arm y planes, with 
tricycle gear, nev er used in ordi­ 
nary carrier operations, waddled 
along the deck, staggered into the 
air, nearly stalling and struggled 
for 
altitude 
ov er 
mountainous 
seas. 
They were heav ily loaded with 
incendiaries. Molotov b readb askets 
and high explosiv es, b esides extra 
j gasoline for the long flight 
for 
Tokyo and b eyond to the secret 
landing point. 
We had b een spotted b y a Jap 
patrol b oat which a cruiser in our 
task force b lasted to atom s. Al­ 
most immediately after the cruis­ 
er sank the enemy patrol 
b oat, 
j our carrier b egan to launch 
its 
planes. 
Take Off Adv anced 
We had planned to launch these 
planes in the afternoon b ut the dis- 
_ cov ery of our task force b y the 
Japanese patrol b oat made an im­ 
mediate launching imperativ e. 
We could see small figures 
of 
men hurrying around on the deck 
of the carrier in the gray storm y 
weather starting plane motors. 
At 8:22 a. rn., a quarter hour 
after the disintegration 
of 
the 
Japanese patrol b oat, the first of 
our 
b omb ers 
waddled 
forward 
from the huddled herd of its sis­ 
ters gathered on the carrier s deck. 
The wind was increasing to almost 
gale force. The carrier was v ary- 
, ing speed in an effort to find a 
^ 
.j moment at which the least pitch­ 
ing would occur in the m ountain­ 
ous seas. 
I could hear the motors now as 
the b omb er inched forward gain­ 
ing speed. Soon the craft was air 
b orne, lifting gradually from the

This amazing feat of army-navy collaboration was accomplished 
during a heavy storm within 800 miles of Tokyo in an area infested by 


Japanese patrol craft. 
I witnessed the dramatic sight as 18 great, landlubber planes—the 
celebrated B-25 type 
weighing 12 tons each took off from the pitch­ 
ing, rolling deck of the carrier while great waves crashed on the bow 
of the ship and washed over the

oceans, germs, all toss chemicals 
around from one to the other as 
an infield baseball team tosses the 
ball around at practice. 
Your body is a little chemical 
plant and you catch millions of 
atoms a day and later toss them 
away to the air, to the ground, to 
the plants. 
Yesterday we discussed the ni­ 
trogen cycle. Of course, the oxy­ 
gen and carbon dioxide cycle is 
fairly simple. You need oxygen 
and your rubber plant needs car­ 
bon dioxide. You giv e off carbon 
dioxide and your rubber plant 
giv es off oxygen. If only those 
two chemical element* were con­ 
cerned in your chemistry, you and 
your rubber plant could liv e under 
a bell jar indefinitely. 
The Iodine Cycle 
The mineral element* and the 
v itamins we need go through a 
more complex cycle. Take iodine. 
We all require a certain amount 
of iodine to operate. The thyroid 
gland which regulates our basal 
nutrition, depends entirely on io­ 
dine for its function. When there 
is not enough iodine in the food 
and the thyroid gland is starv ed, 
a pitiful state of bodily sluggish­ 
ness ensues. 
N ature fortunately has plenty 
of iodine. 
According to Fritz 
Kahn, from whose book Alan in 
S tru ctu re a n d 
F unction 
(pub­ 
lished by A. A. Knopf, New York) 
I borrow this description, there 
are millions of tons of iodine in the 
earth. 
Now note the iodine cycle of 
nature. 
Iodine is deriv ed from the rocks 
of mountains and swept down by 
the mountain stream s into the 
lowland v alleys. 
The mountain 
v alleys are deficient in iodine and 
in such regions, as in the moun­ 
tain v alleys of Switzerland, thy­ 
roid deficiency is v ery prev alent. 
But the soil of the lowland v al­ 
leys is full of iodine, and v ege­ 
tables and fruits grown there will 
furnish iodine to you in your food. 
Also the milk of cattle grazing 
on such soil will hav e good quan­ 
tities of iodine, as will the eggs 
of poultry which feed there.

AN UNEXPECTED late frost 
can do much damage In the Vic­ 
tory garden after the tomatoes 
and other tender plants have been 
set out The foresighted gardener 
will be prepared for just such an 
emergency by having at hand pro­ 
tective m aterial to place over the 
plants when a late-scason frost 
threatens. 
Aa illustrated In the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, individual 
plants can be covered over with 
ordinary small berry boxes or if 
there are not enough of these 
boxes available a few may be 
placed at Intervals along the row 
to hold up sheets of newspaper 
or wrapping paper for plant pro­ 
tection purposes. 


Plant protectors of the type Il­ 
lustrated may also be purchased 
at seed stores or nurseries. These 
tent-lik e covers mak e ideal Indi­ 
vidual hot houses for Victory veg­ 
etables a a well as serving as 
guards against late frosts. These 
paper tents can be used to cover 
young plants of tomatoes, melons, 
peppers and other tender vegeta­ 
bles Not only do these tents pro­ 
tect the plants against frost but 
also against wind, hail storm s and 
certain insects. 
Keep such protectors In place 
until the plants have grown tall 
enough to reach the top of the 
covers.

Emergency Protection for 
Victory Garden Plants 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
R elated b f C e n ta l Press Assecution 
AN UNEXPECTED late frost 
can do much damage In the Vic­ 
tory garden after the tomatoes 
and other tender plant* have been 
•et out. The foresighted gardener 
will be prepared for just such an 
emergency by having at hand pro­ 
tective m aterial to place over the 
plants when a late-seaaon frost 
threatens. 
A* illustrated In the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, individual 
plants can be covered over with 
ordinary small berry boxes or if 
there are not enough of these 
boxes available a few may be 
placed a t intervals along the row 
to hold up sheets of newspaper 
or wrapping paper for plant pro­ 
tection purposes. 


Plant protectors of the type Il­ 
lustrated may also be purchased 
at seed stores or nurseries. These 
tent-like covers make ideal Indi­ 
vidual hot houses for Victory veg­ 
etables a* well as serving as 
guards against late frosts. These 
paper tents can be used to cover 
young plants of tomatoes, melons, 
peppers and other tender vegeta­ 
bles Not only do these tents pro­ 
tect the plants against frost but 
also against wind, hall storm* and 
certain insect*. 
Keep such protector* in place 
until the plant* have grown tall 
enough to reach the top of the 
covers. At that time the covert 
should be slit two ways across the 
top to allow the tip* of the plants 
to emerge.

FARMERS 
Friends of Big Farmer champion 
Ed O’Neal of the Farm bureau say 
he is obsessed with the desire to 
kill completely the Farm Security 
Administration, chief champion of 
Small Farmers. Not only does Ed 
call it “ Socialistic,” but he 
has 
ev en wrangled with 
other 
Big 
Farm groups, including 
Charles 
Teague. President of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, in order 
to put the FSA out of business. 
Teague 
came 
to 
Washington 
with a plan for importing Mexican 
labor to harv est citrus fruit 
in 
California and Arizona. At 
that 
time, the House of Representativ es 
was proposing to transfer power 
from Farm Security to Extension 
Serv ice, which would hav e upset 
a contract with Mexico, 
already 
negotiated, for 
importing 
farm 
labor. 
Fruit Grower Teague was sure 
tbat if Congress hamstrung 
the 
Farm Security Administration, th 
Mexican Gov ernment would buck 
at negotiating a new labor 
con­ 
tract, and there would be costly 
delays to California fruit growers. 
So Teague wanted the 
Mexicans 
imported under the existing con­ 
tract. 
But Ed O’Neal got to him, urged 
him to hold back. 
He 
admitted 
Teague’s plan would 
work, 
but 
said he didn't want it put through 
until after Congress had finished 
hamstringing the Farm Security 
Administration. In short he want­ 
ed to embarrass the FSA more 
than he wanted to bring in Mexi­ 
can labor to help California fruit 
growers. 
Fruit Grower Teague is no radi­ 
cal. but he was disgusted. He boil­ 
ed ov er in a letter to

SHIPPING WASTE 
Behind the scenes, the Truman 
Committee is sharply critical of 
the War Shipping Administration 
for failing to crack down on big 
ship owners who hav e not expedit­ 
ed shipping to our fighting forc es.

at the rate of about $1,000 a day 
for operation of the ship
